Ten months ago when J. C. Walton took the oath of of- 


fice as governor of Oklahoma, Uie News in an editoral wish- 
ing him a successful administration, pointed out that there 
were some things that might be done to enhance 
the 
pros- 


perity of the state, especially that of the farmers and stated 
that in spite of all that had been said . about 
him 
Walton 


might prove himself a second Jim Hogg. 
The opportunity 


was here and the News sincerely hoped that he would prove 
himself big enough to rise to it.thus leaving a name on the 
pages of Oklahoma history comparable to that of the illust- 
rious Texan for whom we have from our early boyhood days 
had such a profound admiration. 


Hogg had applied himself solely to the 
interest 
of his 


people. He thought nothing of his own future and made no 
effort to build"up a political machine, yet no other governor 
of Texas today lives in the hearts of his people as does Jim 
Hogg. 
However, Walton did not follow in the steps of the 


great Texan. 
Apparently tic thought only of his own inter- 


ests and political future. 
Being a man of .inordinate vanity 


he was easily flattered by those who received favors or ex- 
pected to receive them and was soon in the midst of a satur- 
nalia of extravagance and prodigality unparalled in the his- 
tory of this state. 
His record is too well known to 
need a 


recievw in this column. One act after another verified fears ex- 
pressed before he was elevated to the executive's chair and he 
sought to stem the opposition by force and silence criticism 'by 
threats. 
It is hard to understand how any man could so far 


mistake the spirit of the American people as to think for a 
moment that he could follow the tactics of a czar of Russia 
or o'f- Lenine and Trotsky and survive, but Walton evidently 
believed that he could. The miserable fiasco of martial law 
and his attempt to prevent the election of October 2 is suf- 
ficient answer to his attempt. 


Instead of working for the upbuilding of the state, Wal- 


ton slandered her fair name and this slander reachd the 
farthest corner of the land. Oklahoma was again the laugh- 
ing stock of the nation all because the governor 
had 
pro- 


Claimed it was in a state of insurrection and rebellion and 
required the application of the strong arm of 
militarism to 


end it. It was not long until the world began to suspect that 
there was another side to the controversy. The people submit- 
ted to the dictatorship until the opportunity came to brain it 
with the ballot box and the state thus proved that it was 
truly American in its respect for the forms of 'law. This was 
sufficient answer to the charges of the governor that the laws 
w.ere a dead letter in Oklahoma. 


Oklahoma today stands vindicated in the eyes of the 


country. No blood was shed in the peaceful revolt againsl 
the tyranny of the executive and the people restrained them- 
selves in the face of the utmost provocation. 


The curtain has been rung down on the ghastly tragedy 


and the chief actor will be remembered chiefly for his breken 
promises, and a man who put his own interests above those 
of the people, who hoping for better things elevated him to 
the governor's chair. He cannot be held up as a martyr to' a 
cause, for the evidence against him was so strong that even hi 
strongest supporters were driven from him when it came to 
voting on the charges. He is a man who had a great oppor- 
tunity but was not big enough to rise to it. He might have 
gone down in history as the man who made Oklahoma grea 
but he will be remembered only as the man who trailed her 
honor in the dust. 


We do not rejoice in the downfall of Walton or any 


other man. The tragedy of a broken man is not a thing to 
exult over, for a human life and a good name are 'beyonc 
estimating. The whole thing is another case of a man reap- 
ing what he sowed only Walton's reaping time came sooner 
than those of some others. No man can sow to the wind am 
not reap the whirlwind. The law of retribution is one of the 
most inflexible laid down by nature and from it there is no 
escape.
